New York, Nov. 21. The noxt mag'
nlflcant public building to be erected
in New York City will bo a court
house coating $25,000,000. Tho Blto

will probably be on Mulberry Bend
park, a slto convenient to tho city
hall and midway betwoen tho Brook-

lyn and Williamsburs bridges. Tho
building will bo an onormous affair,
planned and built with an Idea of
furnishing sufficient court space for
a city thrco times the size of the pres-

ent one.

At tho present rato It will not be
long before Now York- - will ibavo a
population as largo as that of Lon-

don, for this city seems to bo growing
much fastor than Its English rival,
'iho population Is gradually approach-
ing the 4,000,000 mark' and of tho
3,723,903 people recordod In the
health department ostlmato, 1,291,597

llvo in Brooklyn. The othors are
scnttored In Now York City nnd other
boroughs.

Despite tho fact that Tammany will
bo In control for tho noxt two years,
thoro Is a growing hope that Now
York will have a fairly rospoctablo
city government. Even nt Its worst,
an Improvement ovor tho Van Wyck
administration is assured.
